ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


Mr. Wjllis, of New York, has re- 


ported favorably from the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs n bill introduced 
by Mr. Hunter to authorize and 
equip an expedition to the Polar seas. 
Tho bill is as follows: 


That the President of the United 


States be authorized to organize and

We give below the most important 


testimony taken at the inquest held 
by Coroner Haslncd upon the body 
of B. F. Ingram, who committed sui- 
cide Thursday afternoon at Verdi: 


Mr. E. Eriekson bting duly sworn 


deposes and says: "I reside at 
Verdi; have been employed for 8 
days previous to the death of &e- 
ceased as his attendant; for some 
days daring the early part of my at- 
tendance tho deceased seemed to be 
deranged in his mind; for the last 
two or three days quits rational; I 
left tie deceased Jan. the 31st to eat 
iny dinner; he was lying in b«d 
awake; I was absent about 15 or 20 
minutes; when I left lasked deceased 
if he wished anything to eat; he re- 
plied if they have any soup he would 
like some; when I returned he was 
lying upon his right aide, partly on 
his face; on the floor I discoTDred a 
pool of blood; I went and called Mr. 
Bowman; Mr. Bowman is proprietor 
of the hotel at which this occurred: 
did not at that time see the cause of 
tho 
blood; afterwards found his 


throat was cut; also saw razor Ijing 
on tho floor; think the deed was done 
by his own hand; think the deceased 
was alone while I was absent; do not 
know how long he lived after I first 
discovered him in this condition.

F. Ingram; young Mr. Erickson 
called mo, telling me to come iu 
quick; I went iu the room where de- 
ceased lay and saw him lying ou the 
lloor iii a pool of blood, lying ou his 
right side; I went immediately and 
culled Mr. IIullcu, Mr. Whitmer and 
Mr. Merrill; tho deceased appeared 
to be lifeless when I discovered him; 
afterwards ho recovered and com 
menccd rolling himself ou the floor; 
Mr. Haller turned him over and 
found a razor lying under him; de- 
ceased must hare taken the razor 
from the shelf over the bed. I think 
the deed was committed by deceased 
himself; I have known the deceased

men illusion has been already made 
in the Post.—S. F. Post. 


RAILROAD TIES.—A receut lumber- 


man's circular estimates the number 
of railroad ties in present use in the 
Uuitod States at 150,000,000, A cut 
of 200 ties to the acre is abore rather 
than under the average, and it there- 
fore has required the product of 
750,000 acres of well timbered land 
to furnish the supply. Railroad ties 
last about five years; consequently 
30,000,000 ties are used annually for 
repairs, taking the timber from 150,- 
000 acres. The manufacture of roll- 
stock disposes of the entire yield of 
o.")0,IX)0 acres, and full supply of near 
500,000 acres more, every year. 
It 


appears, then, that our railroads are 
stripping the country at the rats of 
1,000,000 acres per annum; and their 
demands are rapidly increasing.
